A Bit About the 
Living History 
Association

“F oLLow ME INTO MY CENTURY,” Says Al Wurzberger as he 
greets members of a tour arriving at the 1836 Country 
Store in Wilmington, Vermont. As he escorts people into 
the classroom he reminds them that, “Ladies are seated 
in the rear and gentlemen in the front.” Many people 
laugh although some are unsure to the seriousness of 
his remark. When the people are seated Al notices that 
his comment was not heeded and notes that in his 
century mixed seating would not have been permissible. 
This is lesson number one in a series of lessons the 
tourists will be taught in Al’s history class. 

Throughout the class Al has taken on the role of an 
18th century aristocrat and not once does he step out of 
it. He actually treats his listeners as if if they had really 
stepped into his century and is received with rounds of 
laughter as he calls a woman a lady of questionable 
repute because she doesn’t have her elbows covered or 
when he pulls out his lice catcher as he sees someone 
scratch their head. 

Through a non-stop first person vernacular mono- 
logue Al entertains his visitors while slipping them 
pieces of historic information which they will remember 
because of the comical way he has presented it. 

This reenactment that Al does for various tourists ties 
into a larger organization of which he is the executive 
director. This is the Living History Association which, 
according to Al, is “Wilmington’s best kept secret.” 

The association began in 1975 as a group to preserve 
and restore historic sites in the Champlain Valley area 
of Vermont. This group was led by James Dassatti. In 
1978 Dassatti wandered into the 1836 Country Store in 
Wilmington to find Al Wurzberger, who shared the same 
interest and enthusiasm about the preservation of 
history. The two formed a team which has made the 
Living History Association what it is today. 

Says Wurzberger, “We are a Chamber of Commerce of 
History. Anyone from anywhere can call us with a 
request and we can come up with a perfect Benjamin 
Franklin or a General Grant for them.” The association 
has over 5000 representatives in the United States, 
Canada and Europe. This number belies its actual 
membership since a unit is counted as one member 
while it may be made up of 15 to 20 people. Many of the 
members are also institutions such as Old Sturbridge 
Village, the Dublin Museum in Dublin, Ireland, the 
Smithsonian Institute, New York Public Library, West 
Point, the University of Utah, the University of Vermont 
and the University of Massachusetts. 

The LHA has a variety of functions. It is a supporter of 
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historic events. It is very active coordinating historic 
reenactments. It also provides members with listings of 
historic events which take place throughout the coun- 
try as well as in Canada and Europe. The association is 
a good resource for historic information, especially 
since it is the largest living history organization in the 
country which concerns itself with all periods of history. 
Says Wurzberger, “We do consulting work and often act 
as middle men or even as catalysts.” 

Although a majority of the Living History Association's 
work is done behind a desk or on a computer the results 
can be seen almost every weekend when reenactments 
are taking place. 

Perhaps you have driven by the future site of the New 
England Plantation on route 100 in Wilmington, Ver- 
mont and noticed Civil War Encampments or the sol- 
diers from the Revolutionary War marching and drilling. 
This is the work of the LHA. Through these reenact- 
ments the members provide spectators with an authen- 
tic recreation of time as it was. On the weekends the 
association members will don their uniforms and as- 
sume the role of a Civil War general, a Revolutionary 
War soldier, a Medieval knight or age old tradesman and 
fulfill their respective duties. 

During the reenactments the participants strive to 
“come as close as they possibly can to interpreting the 
authenticity of the period,” says Wurzberger. Cloth is 
woven from the same materials as the time period it 
represents and the weapons are exact reproductions of 
ones used centuries ago. 

These historical reenactments play a major role in 
many peoples’ lives. According to Wurzberger and 
Dassatti there is a strong sense of camaraderie and you 
“wind up dealing with people who have the same inter- 
ests.” For some reenactors history is a profession, while 
for others it is a hobby. During a reenactment you can 
find professional historians as well as amateurs who 
are learning more every day. * 
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Exhibition of Military Scale Models 


Commences in Paris

PARIS — Visitors to an 
exhibit of once top-secret 
relief maps, commissioned 
by King Louis XIV, are 
often provided with 
binoculars so they can 
appreciate the intricate 
details of miniature 
castles, horses and vege- 
table gardens. 

The three-dimensional 
relief maps were among 
the Sun King’s favorite 
play toys. They allowed 
him to contemplate his 
ever-expanding empire 
and to lead his armies into 
battle without ever leaving 
his quarters in the Louvre 
Palace. 

Once seen with only the 
king’s permission, a selec- 
tion now has gone on show 
in the restored attics of the 
Invalides, a few steps from 
Napoleon’s Tomb. 

Made of wood and 
natural silk, which was 
finely chopped and dyed to 
recreate every imaginable 
type of terrain, the models 
were built between 1668 
and 1879 by military 
engineers who spent years 
in the field recording the 
smallest details, from an 
overturned wagon to rope 
ladders hanging from a 


castle’s turret. One map 
gives an aerial view of 
Strasbourg, its houses 
smaller than a man’s 
thumb. 

The exhibition, which is 
permanent, gives a pre- 





view of the 102 models 
which all are visible in the 
Relief Map Museum. 

They include the 1716 
map of the port city of 
Saint-Tropez perched over 
the shimmering blue Medi- 
terranean Sea, Grenoble 
with the rugged Alpine 
terrain around it and 
Belfort, complete with 
carrots, cabbage and leeks 
growing in gardens. 

The maps are considered 
priceless art objects and ir- 
replaceable documents of- 
ten studied by today’s 
architects and urban plan- 
ners. 

The model of Belfort, for 
example, is a perfect mini- 
ature reproduction of the 
old stone houses and

narrow winding streets 
that still pose logistical 
problems to builders, elec- 
tricians and plumbers. 
Some maps fill entire 
rooms. 
One map under glass is 


“Attaque Sous Temps de 
Neige” (“Attack in Snowy 
Weather”) which shows 
soldiers less than an inch 
tall in hand-to-hand 
combat. The horses cross- 
ing a drawbridge sus- 
pended over a frozen moat, 
are only slightly larger. 

The maps were the prop- 
erty of the Defense Minis- 
try and were considered 
military secrets until 
World War II when they 
were declassified, turned 
over to the Culture Minis- 
try and hidden outside of 
Paris so that they would 
not fall into German 
hands. 

A few were displayed in 
cramped, unheated quar- 
ters, but no one paid much 





attention to them until 
1985 when then-Culture 
Minister Jack Lang 
decided to have them 
transferred to the northern 
city of Lille and exhibited 
in a more attractive 
setting. 

But a group of politi- 
cians, historians and 
museum officials angrily 
objected, and the conser- 
vative government of 
Jacques Chirac reversed 
the decision. 

Like many French art 
museums set in historical 
monuments, the Relief 
Map Museum is a striking 
blend of the old and the 
new. Thick oak beams 
crisscross high above the 
maps, and round porthole 
windows provide a breath- 
taking view of the Inval- 
ides courtyard. 

Four years ago, the exhi- 
bition space lacked both 
heat and electricity. 

Today, it is equipped 
with electronically con- 
trolled heating, high-tech 
spot lighting, sleek design 
furniture and sophisti- 
cated audio-visual aids 
that explain the restora- 
tion process.

the 13 colonies had 
when the Revolution- 
ary War started has 
been found in the base- 
ment of a police sta- 
tion in Boston, ending 
a search that began 
nearly 20 years ago. 

“It is a priceless 
piece of history which 
could be called a na- 
tional treasure,” Capt. 
Albert Swanson, Met- 
ropolitan District 
Commission historian, 
said after the cannon 
was discovered. 

The 42-inch-long, 
500-pound brass can- 
non was found behind 
dozens of bicycles in a 
storage room that was 
being cleaned at the 
Metropolitan Police’s 
Lower Basin station. 

Swanson said the 
cannon may havebeen 
forged in London 
around 1760. 

Hesaidit wasused 
in the Battle of Bunker Hill on June 17, 1775. Two of the 
four cannons the colonies had the start of the Revolution- 
ary War were captured by the British. 

But the rediscovered cannon, now called the Hancock, 
and the other, now called the Adams, were hidden away in 
a swamp in Dedham, Swanson said. 

' The Hancock andthe Adams were placed at the Bunker

The Metropolitan 
District Commission 
was in charge of the 
monument from 1919 
until the National 
Park Service took it 
over in 1975. 
“When we took the site 
over in 75, there was 
one cannon tube (the 
Adams) left at the 
top,” said Peter Steele, 
curator of the monu- 
ment. 
“They were a pair. We 
contacted the MDC 
about the missing one, 
but no one was able to 
put their fingers on it. 
I had pretty much 
given up hope. This is 
great news.” 
Swanson saidhe knew 
the cannon had been 
brought to the police 
station but no one 
could tell him where 
it was, and had been 
keeping an eye out for 
it for 18 years. He and 
Steele thought it had 
been taken from the monument back in the early 1970's. 

“What apparently happened is that a bracket holding 
the cannon broke,” Swanson said. “It was brought to the 
station for safekeeping.” 

Swanson said he hopes the cannon will be refurbished 
and placed in new brackets at the monument by June 17, 
Bunker Hill Day. ¢
